DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action represents a non-final first Office Action for the application 
titled "CHAIRBACK BIBLE/BOOK HOLDER," filed June 30, 2003. 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's provisional application and applicant's 
claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(e). 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the lines, letters, and numbers are not clean, black, sufficiently 
dense and dark, and uniformly thick and well-defined. The weight of all lines, letters, 
and numbers must be heavy enough to permit adequate reproduction. Applicant is 
advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, 
as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred content for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
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specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1.78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

(d) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1.52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000. 

Or alternatively, Reference to a "Microfiche Appendix ": See MPEP § 
608.05(a). "Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until 
March 1,2001. 

(e) Background of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(c). The specification 
should set forth the Background of the Invention in two parts: 

(1 ) Field of the Invention : A statement of the field of art to which the 
invention pertains. This statement may include a paraphrasing of 
the applicable U.S. patent classification definitions of the subject 
matter of the claimed invention. This item may also be titled 
"Technical Field." 

(2) Description of the Related Art including information disclosed under 
37 CFR 1.97 and 37 CFR 1.98 : A description of the related art 
known to the applicant and including, if applicable, references to 
specific related art and problems involved in the prior art which are 
solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art." 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
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point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 

1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an international 
application which has entered the national stage (37 CFR 1.491(b)), the 
applicant need not submit an abstract commencing on a separate sheet if 
an abstract was published with the international application under PCT 
Article 21 . The abstract that appears on the cover page of the pamphlet 
published by the International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual 
Property Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the 
USPTO. See MPEP § 1893.03(e). 
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(k) Sequence Listing. See 37 CFR 1.821-1.825 and MPEP §§ 2421-2431. 
The requirement for a sequence listing applies to all sequences disclosed 
in a given application, whether the sequences are claimed or not. See 
MPEP§ 2421.02. 

The Background of the Invention is objected to because it fails to comply with 
MPEP § 608.01 (c). See the guideline titled Background of the Invention above for the 
required content. Appropriate correction is required. 

The Brief Summary of the Invention is objected to because it does not give a 
brief summary or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. If 
possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set 
forth. Appropriate correction is required. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
descriptions of the elements A, B, C, D, and E in the disclosure are improperly referred 
to as figures. It suggested that applicant remove the notation "Fig." which precedes 
each of the elements of the invention. The disclosure is also objected to because it 
does not include the heading "BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS." 
Additionally, the description of the drawings should only describe the several views of 
the drawings. It is suggested that the applicant remove the list of elements of the 
invention that follow the brief description of the several views. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

4. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 
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Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1 , 2001 .) 

(e) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(f) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(g) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(h) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(i) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(j) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821-1 .825. A 
"Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a 
nucleotide or amino acid sequence as defined in 37 CFR 1.821(a) and if 
the required "Sequence Listing" is not submitted as an electronic 
document on compact disc). 

The arrangement of the Specification is objected to because it is not arranged in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.77(b). Specifically, BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS 
should be placed before the DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The title of the invention is objected to because it is not capitalized. Appropriate 



correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 does not 
end with a period, and a period was placed in the middle of the claim. Each claim must 
begin with a capital letter and end with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in 
the claims except for abbreviations. See MPEP 608.01 (m). Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Examiner is interpreting claim 1 as best understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tucker- 
Shaefer (U.S. Patent No. 5,080,315) in view of Amundson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
4,685,701), and in further view of Moore (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2001/0030272). The Tucker-Shaefer reference teaches a book holder 10 having a book 
ledge 1 14 and an attached box container 80 for holding writing implements and 
materials, but does not teach a book holder with a movable arm, nor does it teach a 
book holder made of acrylic. Although Tucker-Shaefer does not disclose a book holder 
made of acrylic having a movable arm for attaching the book holder to another member, 
attention is directed to the Amundson and Moore reference. The Amundson reference 
teaches a book holder having a movable arm 21 for attaching the book holder to 
another member (see figures 1 and 2). The Moore reference teaches a book holder 
that may be made of acrylic (page 2, paragraph [0023]). In view of Amundson and in 
further view of Moore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to provide the book holder of Tucker-Shaefer with a 
movable arm to easily fit over a chairback, and to make the book holder of acrylic 
wherein doing so would provide a light portable book holder, and also allow the book 
holder to grippingly engage the chairback or pew. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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U.S. Pat. No. 4,575,037 to Hammar discloses a stand for a book, a cover, or 
similar object is provided which can be placed upon a desk or the like in a skid 
resistant manner. 

U.S. Pat. No. 6,283,432 to Hoose discloses a book holder in which an open book 
may be placed and held in the cavity created by the positioning of an angled back 
piece. 

U.S. Pat. No. 4,807,929 to Balsbaugh discloses a book shelf attached to the 
back of a chair. 

U.S. Pat. No. 6,435,466 to Adams discloses a document holder that is easily 
adjustable in the vertical as well as in tilt, with a ledge for holding a page, several 
pages or a book in an economically correct position and is compact and portable.
